The new facility named for and 
dedicated in honor of former Coffee 
County Sheriff H. D. Tillman and to 
the memory of the late Sheriff C, F. 
"Neil" Grantham, 

Sheriff Tillman served Coffee 
County as sheriff from 1947 until his 
retirement in 1971, 

Grantham was elected sheriff in 
1975 and served until his death in 
1979. He was slain in the line of 


duty on March 1, 1979 just two 
months after he had been elected to 
his second term of office. 

Prior to being elected as sheriff, 
Grantham had served as chief deputy 
under Sheriff Ralph Sparks. 

Tillman was elected to six terms 
in office without ever having to face 
a run-off election. 

Sheriff Paul fondly remembered 
Sheriff Tillman allowing him as a 
youngster to sit in the "sheriff's car" 
and listen to the police radio. 

Paul's father, Judge Eris Paul, 
was a long-time circuit judge in Cof- 
fee County and he and Sheriff Till- 
man often had "dealings" and the 
younger Paul was frequently present. 

In remembering Sheriff Grant- 
ham, Paul said, “I remember the 
days when Sheriff Grantham was in 
office. We were dealing with new is- 
sues in those days - new civil rights 
laws and the Miranda rule were just 
coming into full effect.” 

He continued, “I used to wonder, 
‘How Jong will it take to adequately 
respond to these changes? How will 
the Miranda rule change the way we 
are doing things?’ But the changes 
were made smoothly thanks to Sher- 
iff Grantham.” 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton said, “Eleven years ago Mr. 
Bradley (Commissioner Eugene 
Bradley) and I came on the commis-

The Elba Zoning Board turned 
down a request by Roland and Pat 
Powell to rezone property they own 
in downtown Elba for the purpose of 
parking a manufactured (or mobile) 
home. The property had been zoned 
business and a host of local citizens 
urged the board members not to start 
allowing mobile homes in the area 
on a permancnt basis. 

The property is just inside the lev- 
ee to the right of Highway 84, going 
East toward New Brockton. 

Board Chairman Bill Brunson 
questioned Mrs. Powell on the size 
of the lot, noting the zoning laws of 
Elba require at least 7500 square feet 
for any such zoning. 

Mrs. Powell indicated she thought 
the lot was only 80 X 80 but would 
check if this was a stumbling block 
on the rezoning. She noted that the 
current cost of manufactured homes 
such as planned for that lot exceeded 


the value of many conventional 
homes in Elba. 

She expressed an opinion that 
every effort should be made to en- 
courage citizens returning to Elba 
following the flood. 

After hearing the complaints from 
cilizens present, no board member 
made a motion to recommend the re- 
zoning to the city council and the

Mayor Fred Moore did state that 
the City was in the beginning stages 
of a long process to review and up- 
date the city's zoning ordinances 
with an eye to possible realignment 
of areas zoned for business, residen- 
tial, industrial, etc.

SENTENCED TO FIFTEEN YEARS IN PRISON & ORDERED TO PAY RESTITUTION

In a surprise move last Friday 
morning, Marilyn B. Ammons, 49, 
of New Brockton changed her plea 
from not guilty to guilty. She had 
been arrested and charged with mul- 
tiple counts of forgery while em- 
ployed as a clerk in the office of the 
Coffee County Commission. 

After accepting Ammons’ guilty 
plea, Circuit Judge John Crawley 
sentenced her to fifteen years in the 
state penitentiary and ordered her to 
make full restitution. 

Mrs. Ammons had been indicted 
in May of 1991 on a record 643 
counts by a Coffee County grand 
jury in connection with $334,527.63 
in misappropriated county funds. 

Prior to her arrest on October 26, 
1990, Ammons had worked as a 
clerk in the commission office for 
approximately 13 years. After the 
funds were discovered missing, Mrs. 
Ammons was immediately suspend- 
ed from her job. 

Allegedly, Mrs. Ammons took 
the county funds while working as 
chief bookkeeper in the commission 
office. 


Jimmy Peacock reported, on his 
recent trip to Gulf Shores in search 
of a physician to locate in New 
Brockton, Councilperson Rhonda 
Davis and Councilman Ralph Med- 
ley accompanied Péacock on the 
trip. 

Peacock said, “The main thing 
that we came away from it (the 
meeting) with was that most of the 
people there hunting physicians were 
from hospitals. We kind of went, 
you might say, bear hunting with a 
switch,” 

He reported that the group spoke 
with approximately 20 individuals 
but no commitments were made. 

Peacock felt to attract a doctor at 
one of these meeting, one would 
have to be go with “bait”- something 
to get their attention - an office 
building furnished, guaranteed sala- 
ry, hospital, etc. 

It was not felt the trip was wasted 
- a lot was learned, but a lot of 
ground work would have to be laid 
before returning to such a meeting in 
hopes of getting a commitment from 
a physician to locate in New Brock- 
ton. 

Other actions taken by the council 
were as follows: 

***Appoinied Councilman Bud 
Goodson as building custodian for 
city hall, He was given the authority 
to secure personnel to keep the 
building and grounds clean, 
***Approved the payment of a 
$303.12 Building Assessment Fee to 
the Alabama League of Municipali- 
tics, Parking and office space is pro- 
vided for participating municipalities 
while in Montgomery, 

***Driskell reported that he had 
been in contact with Congressman 
Bill Dickinson, Senator Richard 
Shelby and Senator Howell Heflin 
concerning the National Guard and 
Reserve cutbacks but their response 
had not been promising, 

***Driskell accepts appointment to 
the Steering Committee for the Ala- 
bama League of Municipalities Fi- 
nance, Administration and Govern 
mental Relations Committee 


A trial by jury in Circuit Court 
had been scheduled to start on Octo- 
ber 15, 1991 and it had been predict- 
ed that the trial would last three to 
four weeks. 


Ammons said, “I had 
intended to pay the 
money back.” 


Prior to pronouncing sentence on 
Mrs. Ammons, Judge Crawley asked 
ierif she understood all of her rights 
- right to a jury trial, right to subpoe- 
na witnesses, right to an attorney, 
right to testify or not to testify, right 
to cross examine witnesses, and a 
right to appeal if convicted. She af- 
firmed to the judge that she under- 
stood all her rights. 


Judge Crawley asked Mrs. Am- 
mons if she wished to make any 
statement before he sentenced her. 

Mrs, Ammons said, “I had intend- 
ed to pay the money back.” 

Present in the courtroom with 
Mrs. Ammons were her attomeys 
Michael and Debbie Jared of Elba. 

Judge Crawley asked Mrs. Am- 
mons several times during the pro- 
ceedings if she fully understood the 
terms of the plea bargain agreement 
that had been made with the state's 
attorneys. She stated that she did. 

Upon the recommendation of the 
state's attorneys, District Attorney 
Joel Folmar and Assistant District 
Attorney Al Smith, Judge Crawley 
found Mrs. Ammons guilty of theft 
in the first-degree on 12 offenses and 
sentenced her to serve 15 years in 
prison in each of the offenses. 

The theft of deception in the first- 
degree and forgery in the second-

degree charges were nolle prossed 
(dismissed). 

Ammons was found guilty of the 
66 counts of forgery in the second 
degree and sentenced to 10 years in 
the state penitentiary in cach of the 
offenses. 

She was also found guilty on 565 
counts of forgery in the second 
degree and sentenced to 10 years in 
prison in each count. The charges of 
theft in the second-degree and theft 
by deception in the second-degree 
were dismissed. 

All of the above sentences im 
posed upon Mrs. Ammons were or- 
dered to run. concurrently This 
means she will serve a 15 years sen- 
tence in state prison. It was agreed 
that she would apply for no proba 
tion or split sentence.

Chief Investigator Bruce De Vane 
of the 12th Judicial Circuit District 
Attorney's Office acted as spokes- 
man for the group. 

He stated that on Sunday morn 
ing, October 6, 1991 at approximate 
ly 3:10 a.m., officers of the Elba Po- 
lice Department were summons to a 
residence on Brunson Circle in Elba. 

Upon arrival at the scene, the offi- 
cers found an individual later identi 
fied as Ollie Ray Bush, age 45, of 
Route One, Opp, Alabama. His life 
less body was located in the back 
yard of the complainant's home 

According to DeVane, a _ post 
mortem examination (autopsy) was 
performed on the victim by patholo

Homeroom was a new addition to the 
schedule for Zion Chapel High School 


‘during the current school year. The first 


bell rings at 7:50 a. m. and the tardy bell 
rings at 7:56 a. m. Homeroom lasts until 
8:10 a. m. Many students did not realize 
the importance of either attending home- 
room or getting to homeroom on time. 

Attending homeroom and_ getting 
there on time is important in at least two 
important ways. One, arriving at school 
on time is a good habit to develop, What 
if there were no homeroom but only first 
period?

Elba may have been a 1-3 team before the game, but the players showed 
what they could do Friday night when they play well and now they know 
what they are capable of. I for one think the Tigers aren't the same team 
now they were last week and I'm looking forward to the rest of the season! 

Now to the game....all I'll say about the controversial extra-point try is to 
ask why they put an official under the goalpost if what he says doesn't mean 
anything?

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Commission's books up-to-date & ready for audit

Coffee County Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton and 
County Administrator Wilson Mo- 
bley say the county's books are up to 
date and auditable. 

In Monday morning's county 
commission meeting, Eagerton said, 
“The books have been redone com- 
pletely and we are ready for an audit 
in January.” 

“All books are up-to-date as of 
October 13th,” said Mobley. 

“We went through our books and 
had a lot of problems there (in the 
books)...the books were just not au- 
ditable,” Eagerton stated. 

After finding a lot of problems 
with the way the books had been 
kept in the pass and even presently, 
Eagerton, Mobley and the commis- 
sion office staff went back and com- 
pletely reworked the books for the 
1989-90 year. 

New bookkeeping procedures as 
well as controls have been imple- 
mented in the commission office and 
are presently in full force. 

Eagerton said that state auditors 
worked closely with the commission 
office staff in setting up the new sys- 
tem. 

“We've got about three people 
there that are checking each other,” 
said Eagerton. “Therefore we think 
that we've got a lot better control 
now.” 

Eagerton continued, “You can 
never say that something like this 
(the Ammons situation) might never 
happen again, but we think we're to 
the point that at the end of cach 
month we would find it (a discrepan- 
cy) with the checks and balances we 
have now.” 

County Engineer Mark Pool 
asked that the commissioners award 
the bid to Southeast Materials on 
rock delivered to the county. Their 
delivered bid prices were as follows: 
#78 @ $11.29 per ton; #6 @ $11.19 
per ton; #5 @ $11.19 per ton; and 
Class I] @ $13.99 per ton. 

On rock picked up by county 
trucks at the plant, Pool asked that 
the bid be awarded to both Southeast 
and Dravo with Southeast being the 
primary supplier and Dravo the sec- 
ondary. 

The commissioners voted in 
agreement with» Pool's recommenda- 
tion. 


Pool also asked the commission's 
approval to enter four pieces of 
county equipment in Wayne Evan's 
Auction to be held in Henry County. 

Three small dump trucks and a 
motor grader, according to Pool, are 
excess county equipment. 

The commissioners voted to ap- 
prove Pool's request. 

Commissioners were informed by 
the county engineer that a ribbon 
cutting ceremony on the recently 
completed bridges (two) on County 
Road 14 would be held at 11:30 a.m. 
October 31. 

Pool stated that Representative 
Jimmy Holley and State Highway 
Director Perry Hand would be invit- 
ed to attend the ceremony. 

After hearing a proposal by Jim 
Welling to place trash containers at 
different county facilities, the com- 
mission felt that it should reject the 


idea. 

The containers are designed to 
have advertisement displayed on 
them and the commissioners seemed 
to have a problem with private busi 
nesses advertising on county proper- 
ty. 
Other action taken by the coin- 
missioners was as follows: 

***Gave Commissioner Robert 
Stephens approval to decorate the 
Elba Courthouse Square appropriate- 
ly for the Fall Festival. 

*** Agreed to allow, at the sug- 
gestion of Commissioner Jim Du- 
bose, the Enterprise Courthouse to 
be surveyed for necessary repairs. 


***Deleted all but a couple of re- 
served parking spaces for the sher- 
iffs department in the Enterprise 
Courthouse parking lot (the sheriffs 
offices have been relocated to the 
new jail and office complex in New 


Brockton). 

***Agreed that a policy should 
be established on the paving of 
county roads with funding for mate- 
rials being furnished by residents re- 
siding on the road. Pool agreed to 
prepare a draft of the policy to be re- 
viewed by the commission at a later 
date. 

***Farm-City Week proclama- 
tion to be prepared and signed at the 
next commission meeting (Monday, 
October 28th). 

***Agreed to stripe the parking 
lot at the farm center in New Brock- 


‘ton, 


*** After adjourning the mecting 
in Enterprise, the commissioners 
went to New Brockton to review 
what has been done and what needs 
to be done in making preparations to 
move the commission offices to the 
Farm Center Office Complex. 


Council discusses cardboard boxes

The Elba City Council Jistened 
for 45 minutes Monday night as lo- 
cal businessman Waylon Adkinson, 
seemingly to no avail, voiced his 
complaints about the recently passed 
increase in garbage and trash pick up 
fees and the accompanying require- 
ments that all boxes be “broken 
down.” 

““You don't realize the hardship 
they have put on the people, espe- 
cially the businesses,” Adkinson told 
council members. He said it was 
now costing him $500 for pick up of 
the garbage plus the additional $240 
to $260 in labor to flatten the card- 
board containers at his grocery store, 

Adkinson said he had three prob- 
lems with the new system. 1) the 
$6,000 annual fee for pick-up. 2) the 
$240 to $260 extra labor inside his 
store. 3) a place to put the containers 
furnished by ISS into which he must 
place all trash. 

He told the mayor and council the 
containers get in the way of delivery 
trucks for his business and those ad- 
joining him, The garbage trucks nev- 
er set them back in the same place 
and the next delivery truck can't get 
to the stores. 

“Tt is a service the city provides to 


the citizens,” said Adkinson “and I 
feel our store does enough for Elba 
that we should get some considera- 
tion on these charges.” 

He also pointed out the prospects 
that in the near future, Elba will have 
to, by law, be recycling 25% of all 
garbage. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
noted he has seen indications that 
this recycling will increase, rather 
than decrease the cost of handling 
trash and garbage. He also noted that 
the entire solid waste problem was 
probably going to get worse before it 
gets better. 

Several times membérs of the 
council pointed out that all they were 
trying to do was cover the cost of 
picking up the garbage and paying 
the ever increasing cost of the dump- 
ing al the county managed landfill. 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less noted he served on the commit- 
ted which studied the need for addi- 
tional revenue. 

Sharpless noted the committee 
members felt each service should be 
self supporting and not a case of 
paying extra for electricity to sup- 
port the garbage, etc. 

He also admitted they had consid- 
ered an additional 1¢ sales tax and 
that it would have been easier to put

abama Space and Rocket Center in 
Huntsville, Alabama.

The 
trip takes approximately five to six 
hours by automobile. 

Jack Brunson spoke briefly with 
the group before their departure and 
expressed his hope that this first 
taste of flying would be a lasting and 
memorable experience for each of 
them. 

The 4-H'ers drew straws to see 
which aircraft they would be board- 
ing for the wip. The larger plane, 
Cheyenne Il, flies higher and faster 
than the the Seneca II, but Brunson 
stated that you could probably sec 
more and get the real thrill of flight 


on the smaller aircraft. 

The nine 4-H’ers, from the 6th 
through the 9th grades, were sclect- 
ed, first of all, by their participation 
in 4-H and then by an essay they 
wrote. The topic of the essay was

Elba W&E Board pays 
bills & approves raise 


The Elba Water & Electric Board 


_ reviewed the financial condition of 


the utility, approved a pay raise and 
paid the monthly bills Monday eve- 
ning in a short meeting. 

A $15.00 per employee cost ol 
living increase was approved by the 
utility, matching a similar pay in- 


® crease given city employees, The 


raise is effective on November Ist. 

Monthly bills of $12,603.84 were 
approved for payment. 

The financial report for the utility 
indicates both sales of water and 
electricity.are up slightly this year 
from the previous year, 

Electric sales have been up by 
$75,000 but the cost of buying that 
power was up by $57,000. 

The utility picked up over 
$40,000 in late penalties pole rental, 
elc. with a jump from less than 
$20,000 to over $64,000. 

With operating expenses increas- 


ing by $24,409 the electric depart 
ment increased income only about 
$15,000 on revenues of almost $3 
million, 

The water department increased 
sales by $5,000 but was able to drop 


expenses by about $700 for the year. 
Pumping expenses also dropped by 
$5,000, 

This combination } lus Wl Lbs 
cellaneous income cut the water de 
partment's losses from over $75,000 
to about $60,000 for the year, How 


ever this includes $47,994 deprecia 
tion, which is basically an account 
ing entry, since depreciaiion 1s a 
bookkeeping tool for tax purposes 
and the utility doesn't pay income

ues to lose money. This year was al 
most the break even year, but the ex
